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InfoiTiation developed by Mr. DcLoach has indicated that 
John McCone, Director, CIA, has attacked the Durenu in a vicious 
and underhanded manner charac tei’ized with cheer dishonesty. If 
the facts arc true, we can safely assume that McCone will continue 
such tactics to the point of seriously jeopardizing Eureau prestige 
and reputation. We can sit by and take no action ox* bring this 
matter to a head. Over the years, we have hod .numerous conflicts 
with all CIA Directors. Many of these problems have arisen from 
tatemonts attributed to these men. Experience in dealing with

that CIA had ipTcOvered a plot in Mexico City indicating 
that Lee Harvcv~~Qsv;aI cl had received $6,500 to assassinate 
Prcsiucnt Kennedy.

I Pearson. 

(3) In both instances, the statements were false and 
McCone should have known that they were false since bis 
agency was fully informed that the story concerning the 
receipt of money in Mexico was completely discredited.
